Peaceful End of a Long, Useful and Suc­ 
cessful Life. * 


Col. W. A. Banks died at his 
home in this city yesterday morn­ 
ing at 2 o’clock at the advanced 
age of 79 years, 5 months and 26 
days.

school and when the civil war 
broke out he was in North Caro­ 
lina. 
He enlisted in the Confed­ 
erate army, was assigned to du ty 
in the corps of engineers under 
Gen. W hiting, served all through 
the war, and at its close was cap­ 
tured at Fayetteville, N. C., by 
Sherman in his celebrated march 
to the sea. 
Shortly afterwards the 
Civil war closed and he immedi-

COL. W. A. BANKS DEAD. 


Peaceful Eld of a Loaf, Useful sad Sue* 
cen ta l Life. * 


Col. W. A. Banks died at his 
tom e in this city yesterday morn­ 
ing at 2 o’clock at the advanced 
age of 79 years, 5 months and 26 
days. 
His death was not unex- 
but the feeling of sorrow is 
none the less deep and un iv ersal 
in this community where he was 
loved and venerated by all. 
Col. William A. Banks was born 
in Madison county, Va., March 
28, 1823. 
He was 
educated in 
private schools until old enough to 
attend college, when he entered 
Washington and Lee university, 
making his master’s degree, A. M., 
with distinction. 
His father, Joel 
Banks, died early in life, and Col. 
Banks was educated by his uncle, 
Linn Banks, who was speaker of 
the house in the Virginia legisla­ 
ture for thirty-three years. 
When 
Col. Banks was twelve years of 
age his uncle carried him to W ash­ 
ington City and there introduced 
him to Clay and Calhoun, both of 
. whom in after years remembered 
him. 
His grandfather, 
his mother’s 
father, John 
Henderson, served 
under George Washington through 
the memorable winter at Valley 
Forge. 
His 
other 
grandfather, 
Adam Banks, secured his land 
grants from Lord Fairfax. 
Adam 
Banks was in colonial days arrest­ 
ed and marched barefooted twen­ 
ty-five miles to jail for holding 
prayer meeting at a 
neighbor’s 
house. 
After graduating at Washington 
and Lee he opened and conducted 
a private school of such high repute 
at his home in Virginia on the Rap- 
idan river, that his pupils were ad­ 
mitted to the Uni varsity of Virginia 
auld to Washington and Lee with­ 
out examination. 
He continued 
this school till just before the civil

war. He is the Col. Banks mention 
ed in some histories m a Colonel of 
a Virginia Regiment in the cele­ 
brated raid on Harper’s 
Ferry 
where John Brown wee captured 
and killed. 
After that, and before seeeMion 
was determined upon, he found it 
expedient to leave Virginia; he 
therefore broke up his private 
school and when the civil war 
broke out he was in North Caro­ 
lina. 
He enlisted in the Confed­ 
erate army, was assigned to doty 
in the corps of engineers under 
Gen. W hiting, served all through 
the war, and at its close was cap­ 
tured at Fayetteville, N. C., by 
Sherman in his celebrated march 
to the sea. 
Shortly afterwards the 
Civil war closed and he immedi 
opened 
a school in Fayetteville, 
Bi. C. 
Attempting to find better condi­ 
tions than existed in the old North 
State, under “ carpet bag rule af­ 
ter the war, he moved to Arkansas, 
again taking up hij work aB an ed­ 
ucator by accepting the chair of 
Modern and Ancient langurges in 
St. John’s College at Little Hock, 
Ark. 
He was master of five lan­ 
guages—Latin, Greek, 
German, 
French, and Spanish, and was a 
fine English scholar. 
Hie reputation soon spread, and 
and when the A. dr M. College was 
organized in IST6, he was elected 
to a similar position in the Texas 
school, remaining with that insti­ 
tution till 1880. 
After that time 
he taught in Marvin College, W ax­ 
ahachie, Texas, till 1883, when he 
became interested 
in 
p u b l i c 
schools, teaching in Salado, Bell 
county, and coming to Bryan in 
1884 as superintendent of the city 
schools. 
The latter position he 
held ten years, resigning in 1894 
to accept a place in the A. Sr M. of 
Texas, in which institution he did 
his first and his last active profes­ 
sional work in the state of Texas. 
He was always active, industri­ 
ous and energetic in his work. He 
attended a meeting of T e x a s 
teachers at Corsicana in 1882, and 
there helped to organize what is 
now known as the 
I exas State 
Teachers association. 
In 1884 or 
’85, he, with the aid of several 
others, organized along the H. dr 
T. C. K. H. what is now known as 
the C entral T exas Teachers’ associ-
